Terrible Aocddent. 

At Baker's coal mine, near Cleve- 
land, 111, the house of a minor named 
Jiobert Spargo stood directly -oyer an 
olt^/6h|tinbejf^of tiie mine, .6a' jPiiday 
afCerno'oh thia eartli under tiie house 
suddenly .sunk, causing tho dwelling 
to drop into tlie cavity four or five feet.

Several men 
not far distant saw tho house sink, 
and ran tov/ard tho place, but before 
they had reached tiie house tho sci'eams 
of Mrs. Spargo and the children, and 
the smoke which was pb'uring out of 
the house, told them of their terrible 
situation. Tiio men rushed into tho 
yard, took water from some barrels, 
entered the house, and succeeded in 
extinguishing the llanios about the wo- 
man and her little one. But ono child, 
a girl in her fourth year, was burned 
lo death. Anotiier, younger tlian tlio 
doceasod, was burnetl so that she died 
next day. Mrs. Spargo and the other 
two children were burned in a fright- 
ful manner, though at last accounts all 
liiree were living. The clothes of all 
were burned, their heudH were singed, 
and the tlosii on their face and bodies 
blistered. All were taken to tho house 
of a neiglibor, and ovorytliing possible 
was done to alleviate their sufferings, 
but the saving of any of them was 
doubtful.
